ious of the Sacred Heart of Jesus, founded by Blessed Madeleine Sophie Ba- 
rat in the year 1800. The storm of the French Revolution had just spent 
itself, and with returning calm had come the realization of the need of buil- 
ding up anew the religious, moral, and social life of the times, so rudely shat- 
tered by the violent upheaval. Among those who valiantly responded to the 
need of the hour was the humble, country-bred, quite unknown Burgundian 
girl, Madeleine Sophie, the daughter of a vine-dresser, but instructed provi- 
dentially beyond her station in life, that God might find His instrument ready at the 
appointed hour. To her lot, in God’s providence, fell the task of reconstructing the work 
c* education of young girls; of remodelling it to suit the dermands of the times that call- 
ed for a higher education for women, with a view to fit them for the wielding to good 
purpose of an influence, always great, but widening ever more and more its sphere with 
the march of years. At the head of the Constitutions of the Order it is written; “This

I can tell, therefore, when 
an area of lows will be set up and 
‘enter the Pacific Northwest, and when 
an area of highs will enter from the 
‘south. But I cannot predetermine the 
‘part of this low. Two courses are open 
to it: either to go over the mountains 
and be lost to us or to come down the 
Coast.

Here was a man, three-quarters of 
'a century old next February; half a 
century ago he came to California 


He left me wondering within my-|

give. He became a teacher to help 
in the formation of real manhood at 
Santa Clara College. For many a 
year he taught mathematics and the 
true philosophy of life and stole from 
needed relaxation the hours he worked 
at his telescope. For a quarter of a 
century he has been a voluntary ob- 
‘server, sending daily reports to the 
/U. 8. Weather Bureau. He has dis- 
covered and elaborated a method of 
weather forecasting that is not with- 
out scientific foundation and experi- 
mental! corroboration. He makes his 
mistakes, for there are factors yet to 
be determined, but he is largely in the 
right. Some have carped at him; 
others have laughed at him; he has 
kept at his work for the contribution 
that might thence result to knowledge, 
}and the good that might thence result 
(to humanity. 
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
